
Franklin Township highlights 
Local businessman to be fined 
$500-a-day for not complying to a 
May 1989 land development plan

As of August 1, Leslie Lutz will be facing a $500-a-day nenaltv 
unless he complies with the May 1989 agreement with Fr^nkliJ 
Township concerning a detailed land development plan on his 
Ranf A ^ Road v accordm g to a Franklin Township 
spokesperson A contempt of court issued by Judge Rauhauser in 
December of 1989 for non-compliance of this May 1989 agreement 
k* 1 a" ° Sl0 P‘ a J da >' Penalty and stipulated that if not complied' 
with by August 1. the penalty would be increased to $500-pcr-dav 
Also according to the court order, effective this September. Lutz will 
be asked to vacate his building if he still hasn't fulfilled his part of 
the agreement. 

« ar ' ,ow 1 ns *}'P has not received any payment of the 
SlOO-a-day Tine set by Rauhuascr As a result, the township has 
placed two Ictns of his property. They also hold a $50,000 bond of 
Lutz from that agreement 

In hopes of getting some action in this matter, the entire history of 
the Leshc Lutz matter was reviewed by the Franklin Township Board 
of Supervisors at their last meeting on July 17. and die Board agreed 
to have their solitor send letters to Mr Lutz and his attorney, setting 
the details of the May 1989 agreement and court order, and the 
subsequent contempt of court issued by Judge Rauhauser in 
December of 1989. 

In other action the Board directed their solicitor to obtain a court 
injunction for operating a junkyard without a permit against Eli 
Dobnnoff and Dcimlcr's Recycling Dobnnoff has rented property 
on Franklin Church Road, (the former site of Michaels Auto Parts) to 
Dcimlcr who is using the land as a recycling center Franklin 
Township feels that this type of business requires a junk yard permit. 
Local police will be asked to take photos identical with proper photos 
in regard to the junk, etc. that is on the property 

The junk yard renewal permit application from Hany Fox, Sr 
was reviewed. With all the supervisors voting yes, the board voted to 
inform Mr. Fox that his diagram of the premises was not acceptable 
and to advise him to possibly get some help in preparing an adequate 
one, that his application was incomplete The Board agreed lo send 
him copies of ihc existing ordinances In connection with junk yards 
and to inform him that he is obligated to abide by the same and to 
advise him that he must cease operations until the permit is issued 

Four mobile home units, owned by Mr John B. Crook, were 
declared to have malfunctioning septic systems and were ordered to 
be vacated by the Board. Two arc located on Bethel Church Road 
and the others on Clear Springs Road. BFO Stephen Eng was 
instructed by the Board not to issue any building permits on these 
areas unless the SEO certifies the sewage disposal systems and to 
proceed with an equity action in Common Pleas Court to prohibit 
anyone living in the effected mobile homes until the sewage problems 
arc rectifited. 

Chairman Lastoskic reported that the board had held work 
sessions on July 16, 1990 with the township engineer, SEO, 
solicitor and members of the planning commission on the Act. 537 
(Sewage Act) rewrite of the township comprehensive plan; the 
concept of the OLDS (on lot disposal systems) proposed plan; as 
well as possible changes in the township subdivision and land 
development ordinance Possible changes to the ordinance arc bcign 
considered. 

After considerable discussion and review, the board denied the 
request for the waiver from Ronald and Donna Barlup to add an 
addition to their house on the side, which is within the set back area, 
but not within the right of way. The building permit issued for the 
rear is sull in effect, however. 

The board voted to disapprove the two subdivision of Ted 
Laukcmann, Jr. off of South Mountain Road, the two lot subdivision 
of Debbie Associates off of Spring Drive and the phase IV plan of 
Twin Hills Development. 

SEO and Engineer Bud Grove reported on the progress of the 
updated comprehensive plan in connection with Act. 537. The 
Board voted to employ Kellogg Environmental Scr. to do the well 
testing at a maximum cost of $3530 for 125 wells. 

One bid on the Woods mower, as advertised for sale by the 
township, was received from Mr. Stan Richard, RD #1, Box 578, 
Landisburg. Pa. 17040 in the amount of $755.
